SECRETARIAT TASK FORCE APPROVED WITHOUT OPPOSITION (SEE 
SEPTEL OECD PARIS 06103) TOGETHER WITH FRG PROPOSAL 
FOR STEERING GROUP TO DIRECT TASK FORCE ON BEHALF 

ENVCOM. TASK FORCE AND STEERING GROUP TO HSAL OF PERSISTENT CHEMICALS. 

DECISION ON PROGRAM PRIORITIES DETERRED TO JUNE 

PLENARY. 

5. ENVCOM WORK METHODS AND STRUCTURE, ENV(75)7, PARAS 
16-20. (A) DESPITE A PLEA BY THE US THAT PROGRAM 
CONTENT AND DIRECTION BE CONSIDERED IN GREATER 
DEPTH BEFORE EXAMINING FORM AND PROCEDURES, THE 
COMMITTEE, AFTER ITS SOMEWHAT EVASIVE GENERAL PROGRAM 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DISCUSSION REPORTED ABOVE, PLUNGED INTO A DISPERSIVE, 
TIME-CONSUMING DEBATE ON A VARIETY OF PROPOSALS FOR 
REORGANIZING AND THEORETICALLY STREAMLINING WORK 
METHODS AND STRUCTURE. GENERALLY SPEAKING, MEMBERS
